This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
I Fig.24 (claims 81, 85-86, and 90-91) is directed to a single mode fiber 40 for 

conveying laser Ught from the semiconductor laser 20 to the optical wavelength conversion 

element 25. 



II Fig.25 (claims 92-95) is directed to a fiber 40 for conveying laser light from the

semiconductor laser 20; a solid state laser crystal 21 for receiving laser light from the fiber and 
generating a fiindamental wave; and a bulk type optical wavelength conversion element 25 in 
which periodic domain inverted structures are formed, the optical wavelength conversion 
element receiving the fimdamental wave and generating a harmonic wave. J 



The species are independent or distinct because species I and II are mutually different.
